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• ICE  CREAM  -PRODUCTION 

Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  October,  estimated  at 
53,609,000  gallons,  was  1 percent  larger  than  in  October  195 8,  and  was  14  percent 
greater  than  the  1953-57  average  for  the  month.  This  exceeds  the  output  of  October 
in  all  other  year? of  record  except  1946. 

The  l8-percent  decrease  from  September  to  October  this  year  was  unusually 
sharp.  The  seasonal  decline  at  this  time  last  year  was  10  percent,  while  it 
averaged  15  percent  in  the  period  1953-57 • Temperatures  during  October  averaged 
below  normal  in  the  large  portion  of  the  country  from  the  State  of  Washington  and 
the  Rocky  Mountain  area  to  Texas,  the  middle  Mississippi  Valley,  and ■ Lake  Erie, 
while  they  were  above  normal  in  the  remaining  eastern  and  western  sections. 

Compared  with  October  1958,  changes  in  production  were  mixed.  Increases  of  9 
percent  were  shown  in  both  the  North  Atlantic  and  the  South  Central  States.  Out- 
put was  only  2 percent  more  in  Pennsylvania, but  was  18  percent  greater  in  New  York. 
Production  was  7 percent  larger  in  the  South  Atlantic  States.  Decreases  in  the 
remaining  regions  varied  from  2 percent  in  the  Mountain  to  11  percent  in  the  West 
North  Central.  Production  was  down  3 percent  in  the  East  North  Central  States  and 
10  percent  in  the  Pacific.  California's  output  was  11  percent  less. 

Compared  with  the  1953-57  average  for  October,  production  was  larger  in  all 
regions  except  the  West  North  Central,  where  it  was  4 percent  smaller.  Increases 
ranged  from  7 percent  in  the  South  Central  States  to  24  percent  in  the  South  Atlan- 
tic. Output  was  18  percent  greater  in  the  North  Atlantic  States, where  the  increase 
was  29  percent  in  New  York  and  6 percent  in  Pennsylvania.  Cains  in  the  remaining 
regions  were  13  percent  in  the  East  North  Central,  19  percent  in  the  Pacific,  and 
8 percent  in  the  Mountain.  Output  was  22  percent  larger  in  California.

United.  States  production  of  ice  milk  in  October  was  estimated  at  8, 930; 000 
gallons  - 1 percent  more  than  the  output  in  the  corresponding  month  a year  ago  and 
3 6 percent  above  the  1953-57  October  average.  The  January-October  total  o\itput 
this  year  was  6 percent  more  than  in  the  first  ten  months  of  1958  and  .38  percent 
more  than  average  for  the  period. 

Compared  with  October  1958,  ice  milk  production  increased  sharply  in  the  North 
Atlantic,  South  Atlantic,  and  East  North  Central  Regions,  while  it  increased 
moderately  in  the  South  Central  Region.  Output  was  sharply  lower  in  the  West  North 
Central  States  and  moderately  less  in  the  West.  The  U.S.  production  decline  from 
September  to  October  of  26  percent  was  the  same  as  the  average  seasonal  drop  for 
the  1953-57  period.  The  decline  was  23  percent  between  these  months  in  1958.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  sherbet  in  the  United  States  during  October  was  estimated  at 
2,475,000  gallons.  This  was  1 percent  less  than  in  October  1958,  but  17  percent 
above  the  1953-57  average  for  the  month.  Output  totaling  36,135,000  gallons  in  the 
January-October  period  this  year  was  up  7 percent  over  the  first  ten  months  of 
1953  and  13  percent  more  than  average. 

Between  September  and  October  this  year,  production  fell  32  percent,  compared 
with  a 5 -year  average  seasonal  decline  of  29  percent  between  these  months.
